SHOWERS  OF  LAVA 

Until  late  today  It  was  lmpo.s.sible 
to  approach  the  crater  because  flam  In:? 
particles,  after  .soaring  five  hundred 
feet  or  more,  scattered  in  all  dirertuins. 
while  several  eruptive  vents  recently 
formed  at  the  southwest  base  of  the 
crater  became  active  slmultenaously. 
A  sertea  of  stnmg  earth  tremors  of 
local  origin  were  felt  as  far  away  as 
Reslna  and  Torre  Annunzlata  in  the 
environs  of  Naples  The  .spectacle  of

Vesuvius  had  no  monopoly  of  the 
fireworks  and  noise,  for  the  sea  fes- 
tival, which  waa  In  honor  of  the 
Herctilaneimi  excavation  work,  furn- 
ished plenty  of  both.  As  the  flames 
shot  into  thi^  sky  over  the  :  .\u  '  ' 
the  volcano,  fireworks  were  .-  r'  tjif  iri  n 
a  barge  in  'he  inuidir  "f  i  he  n,»v  of 
Naples,  and  ofTerod  competition  In 
showers  of  reds,  blues,  yellows,  pur- 
ples and  greens,  exploding  In  loud 
bangs  which  were  echoed  a  half-doeen 
times  from  the  eiiele  of  exttoet  vol- 
canoas  in  the  rear  of  the  city. 

Huge  electric-lighted  floats  In  the 
forms  of  birds  and  ammaLs.  which 
moved  through  liundreds  of  lantern- 
lighted  boats  from  which  watting 
Neapolitans  hung  to  thrumming  gui- 
tars, formed  an  undercurrent  to  the 
din. 

CROWDS  WATCH  MOUNT 

When  the  festival  ended  at  3  o'clock 
this  morning,  scores  of  persons  stayed 
to  watch  Vesuvius  until  dawn. 

Professor  Malladra,  of  the  Observa- 

t/>rv  of  Naples,  stated  today  that  the 
volcanic  activitv  did  not  present 
danger,  but  that  the  new  gaeOUS  VCnts 
could  bear  careful  watching.

If  the  recnnirnendat  inns  of  the  water 
conmiittee  prevail  with  the  other  mem-

nf  water  rates  in  the  city 

The  new  schedule  adopted  by  the 
committee  at  its  meeting  jresterday 
provides  that  the  basic  rate  for  Water 
shall  be  $lJt  a  month,  for  a  supply  up 
to  300  cuUc  feet.  The  rate  for  600 
feet  will  be  I1.M,  which  is  the  .same 
as  at  present.  In  this  connection  the 
$1  .SO  was  the  basic  rate  in  the  pest, 
with  the  ■i|ii»>iwt^f  ifffrnWy  of  tBO 
cubic  feet. 

In  the  matter  of  the  exce.s.s  .supply 
over  tJie  basic  rate  there  i  rrilte  a 
reduction  made,  which  will  aff-.i  the 
users  of  large  quantities  of  water  In 
the  city.  Instead  of  having  the  rate 
fixed  at  10.8  cents  for  each  100  cubic 
feet  in  excess  of  600  feet,  the  new  mte 
will  be  10  cents  for  the  100  ctMe  faet. 

The  proposed  rataa  are  boing  recom- 
mended to  the  OouncU  aa  eaperimentai. 
and  if  the  report  of  the  water  com- 
mittee is  adopted  thev  will  be  effective 
up  to  s«>ptcmber  30  only,  when  they 
may  be  permaaaotly  adaptor  If  fovnd 
acceptable.

In  ths  past 
few  years  the  peasants  have  bc^un 
usina  tractors,  and  there  are  about 
30.000  in  u.se  at  the  pre.sent  time  with 
their  adoption  steadily  increasing.

export  of  butter  w a.s  affected  by  In- 
creased demands  of  the  .home  market, 
which  f«r  aom  yem  eaeeeded  the  In- 
crease  in  production.  In  the  years 
1813.  1814  and  1818  the  Imports  of  bat- 
ter Into  Canada  exceeded  the  exports 
by  several  million  pounds.  Since  1916 
profluction  lia.,  iiuam  overtaken  hdnie 
eon.'.unipt  ir)n.  and  exporUs  have  \  aried 
from  inooO.OOO  to  over  20  000,000 
pound.s  atinually,  and  liad  it  not  been 
for  the  export  of  cream  and  milk  to 
the  United  States  the  surplus  for  ex- 
port during  the  last  five  or  atx  years 
would  have  been  the  largeet  In  the  his- 
tory  of  the  trade. 

BXFOBT8  OF  CREAM  AND  MILK 
The  cream  and  milk  exported  in 
I8M  was  equivalent  to  over  88.000,000 
pounds 'of  butter,  or  nearly  60,000.000 
pounds  of  cheese.  Considerable  lnt/«rest 
has  been  aw.ikened  by  the  effort .s  now 
being  made  in  the  United  states  to 
rr.strirt  the  Importation  of  milk  and 
eream  from  thi.s  country,  but  it  doe.s 
not  .seem  likely  that  any  re.strictlon 
that  may  be  imposed  will  be  severe 
enon^  to  atop  the  trade  cnttnly. 

There  are  two  points  from  which 
to  view  thU  matter  of  exporting  cream 
to  the  United  .states  The  individual 
producers,  who  are  selllnR  cream  or 
milk  for  exi)orf  iiaturallv  desire  that 
channel  of  di.spased  to  i)e  a,s  free  and 
unob.strucfed  a-s  p<xs.sible  They  stand 
to  lose  the  premium  which  they  now 
receive  on  any  curtailment  of  export. 
On  the  other  hand,  vlawlnlr  the  matter 
from  a  nattooal  potait  of  view,  one 
cannot  get  away  from  the  fart  that 
any  decrease  in  cream  or  frr.sh  milk 
exports  would  mean  an  lnerea.se  in 
our  surplu.s  of  btitter  for  export.

Ontario  and  yuetx'c  and  that  these 
two  provinces  produced  practically  the 
same  percentage  of  the  total  m  1925. 
In  the  case  of  creamery  butter,  we  find 
that  ninety  [>er  cent  of  the  total  was 
produced  in  Ontario  and  (Quebec  in 
1900  and  about  staty*ftve  per  jmnt  in 

1835. 

To  make  t&  comparison  on  another 
basis,  ninety-one  per  cent  of  the  total 
creamery  butter  was  produced  east  of 

the  Great  Lake.s  in  1900.  while  in  1925 
only  sixty-eight  per  cfnl  was  produced 
In  the  same  territory. 

The  percentage  growth  In  butter  pro- 
duction has  been  greatest  in  the  West, 
but  tlie  actual  increase  has  been 
Urgeet  in  ■astern  Canada. 

While  there  have  been  Important 
modifications  of  the  proce.ss  of  making 
cheese  since  'l..-  t;rst  factories  were 
.started,  the  chee.M:'  lactone'  .lie  operat- 
i  d  today  very  much  on  i'  <  ..  le  imei 
its  they  have  been  from  the  begmnlng, 
and  many  of  the  orighuU  faeteMsa  are 
still  doing  business. 

The  creamery  butter  Industry,  so  far 
as  the  aneration  of  the  creameries  is 
concerned,  has  undetgone  many 
changes.  The  first  czeameriee  received 
the  whole  milk  and  removed  the  cream 
by»  ".setting"  it  in  large  pans,  "skim- 
niing  ■  the  cream  by  hand  very  much 
tlie  anie  a.s  the  practice  had  been 
from  lime  immemorial  In  the  farm 
aairy 

In    1882   the  era  of   the  centrifugal 

creatn    .eparalMr  t)ef;an    by  tlie  in.slal- 

lation  of  *he  first  machine  used  on  this 
continent  m  a  siaall  creamery  at  Ste. 
Marie  >te  Beauee.  Quebec  For  some 
years  the  practice  prevailed  of  receiv- 
ing Wh(^  milk  at  the  creameries,  the 
cream  being  .separated  by  mearus  of 
larjfe  power  machines  On  the  advent 
of  the  hand  separator  de.signed  for 
farmers'  u.se.  tlw  ■.tern  cradually 
changed  tn  home  Ncpa;  ,it  ion.  the  cream 
onl',  t)eing  sent  to  the  cieanier\-.  Thi.s 
systz-m  Ls  now  general  except  in  some 
localities  in  Quebec, 

The  "cream  gathering"  creamery  wa.s 
really  In  axtotenee  in  some  localities 
before  the  separator  came  into  use,  the 
cream  being  secured  from  the  milk  un- 
der various  gravity  methods. 

A  further  evolution  of  the  creamery 
Indusfrv  I  !  recent  years  has  been  the 
gradual  transfer  of  the  creamery  es- 
tablishment from  country  locations  to 
the  town.s  and  cities.  At  the  present 
time  a  large  proportion  ot  the  butter 
is  made  In  these  urban  estabilahments. 
the  two  largest  creameries  In  Canada 
being  in  Montreal  and  Toronto. 
TOTAL  DAIRY  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  the  if)tal  annual  dairy 
production  in  Canada  is  now  estimated 
to  be  something  like  $340,000,000.  Or 
more  than  the  value  of  thb  total  min- 
eral production,  which  Includes  all  the 
precious  mlnerah,  iron,  nickel  coal, 
natural  gas.  oil.  clay  products,  cement, 
.stone  etc  In  arriving  at  the  figures 
of  total  production,  dairy  butter  and 
milk  consumed  arc  estimated,  but  all 
the  other  items  are  based  on  actual 
returns. 

Only  about  twenty-two  per  cent  of 
tht  total  produotifln  is  exported,  the 
actual  value  for  the  last  fiscal  year 
being  155.307.928.  but  in  view  of  the 

fact  that  the  value  of  the  total  pro- 
duction dejiends  on  the  price  obtained
